Tile first hospitals in both Greece 
and Rome were established in exist­ 
ing temples. It is easy to imagine 
th at such temples were most inade­ 
quate in hospital equipment and 
totally lacking rn sanitation. 
At th at very early date, however, 
(probably about 1134 B. C.) the 
medical treatm ent consisted largely 
of 
mysticism 
and 
superstition. 
Snakes were regarded as sacred 
and as endowed with magical plow­ 
ers. The tongues of serpents were 
used to cleanse ulcers. 
A sacred altar was provided be­ 
fore which the patient, dressed in 
white, offered 
prayers and pre- 
sented gifts. 
If healing came it 
was considered a miracle or a "di­ 
vine visitation." 
If no cure took 
place or death occurred the patient 
was regarded as unworthy to live 
on account of his lack of purity. 
The best known of these early 
temple hospitals 
was 
that 
built 
‘•everal centuries later at Epidau- 
rus. Here illness of both body and 
soul was recognized. The medica­ 
ments prescribed were salt, honey, 
and water from the sacred spring. 
The Greek temple at Kos was (in 
460 B C.) the birthplace of the 
illustrious Hippocrates—"the father 
of 
Medicine.” 
Later 
Hippocrates 
was priest-physiclan at Kos where 
the first detailed clinical records 
were kept. 
His 
medical 
writings 
and 
his 
practice bears striking resemblance 
to present Jay theories, especially 
regarding fractures. 
His field of 
practice included surgery and he 
wrote of epilepsy, tuberculosis, m a­ 
larial fever and ulcers. No doubt 
his greatest contribution was the 
replacing of faith by fact in the 
practice of medicine. 
From 
Greece 
temple 
hospitals 
spread to Rome where water cure 
treatm ents abounded and where th* 
first medical schools were organ­ 
ized In the temples. The first out 
patient clinics, for the treatm ent of 
am bulant cases, were established In 
the temple hospitals of Rome.
